Regarding  your  tologrnm  comnuni cation  No.  123»- 

Your  viewpoint  is  rousonablo  enough  that  for  any  settlement  intondod 
on  the  problems  of  ontry,  commercial  ontorpriso,  etc.,  our  only  moons  aro 
those  given  in  your  telegram  No.  125.  But,  as  you  know,  our  wholo  nation 
hos  paid  tho  greatest  posoiblo  attention  to  tho  negetirtions  on  tills 
matter,  and  if  they  ond  at  this  point  without  any  rosults,  our  nation,  in- 
sido  tho  country,  will  loso  all  confidence  in  our  foroign  policy,  whilo 
cncey  nations  outsido  will  gain  tho  improcsion  that  to  are  cosily  doalt 
nith  and  will  intensify  all  tho  moro  their  contunely  and  oppression. 
Altogether  it  would  havo  an  onormous  political  influence  both  at  homo  and 
abroad. 

According  to  roliablo  information,  thorc  is  somo  evidence  tha.t  tho 
Nothorlands  foel  ombarrassed  by  tho  continued  presonoo  of  your  roprosonta- 
tivos  and  regard  it  as  an  anticipatory  measure  dosignod  by  Japan  to  turn 
to  positive  advantage  any  chnngo  in  tho  situation;  what  is  moro,  thoy  aro 
taking  the  ortroE»ly  indifforont  attitude  that  tho  continuance  of  tho 
negotiations  is  nothing  but  a  wasto  of  timo,  and  in  particular,  thoy  aro 
putting  on  a  superficial  show  of  satisfaction  with  the  cooperative  atti- 
tudo  of  our  representatives  and  aro  oontont  to  rogard  it  as  a  compromise 
by  Japan. 

However,  considering  tho  chmgo  in  tho  situation  after  Foroign  Min¬ 
ister  MAISUOKA's  visit  to  Europo  and  tho  intontion  of  tho  Foroign  Minister 
and  tho  Colonial  Minister  (a  syiqpathizor  with  Japan),  who  aro  shortly  to 
visit  your  place  aftor  onlisting  American  intorcst,  wo  must  roquost  you, 
troublosomo  ns  it  i3,  to  push  pertinaciously  our  original  demands  for  tho 
time  being,  to  direct  your  main  offort  to  tho  acquisition  of  rnsourcos, 
and  to  await  further  developments  in  tho  situation  (docision  roachod  in 
concert  with  tho  Army). 

Finally,  in  viow  of  tho  ijqporativo  nocos3ity  for  tho  continued  pros- 
onco  fer  awhilo  of  our  representatives  please  take  care  in  carrying  on  tho 
nogoti ati or.s  not  to  fall  into  Tho  Motherlands'  plan  for  getting  rid  of  your 
roprosontati vos .

Sn  22nd  I  invited  Ambr.epcdov  CRAJGIE  anl  told  him  that  the 
negotiations  with  the  Dulcn  Iniieo,  through  the  oxtrame  wholesalo 
concoeoion  on  our  side,  had  reached  a  reppoc dement  when  compared 
with  the  former  contentions  of  both  sides,  but  that  there  still 
remained  eone  difficulty  about  rubber  and  tin.  In  June  laet  year,  the 
Dutch  Government  assured  us  that,  whatever  tho  situation  might  bo,  the 
Government  would  supply  Japan  with  20,000  tor.u  of  rubber  and  3,00C 
tone  of  tin,  and  despite  tho  fie*  that  wo  conceded  to  the  said 
quantities,  the  Dutch  Indies  Government,  taking  the  quantities  of 
rubber  and  tin  exported  by  Fror.cli  Indo-Chlna  and  Thailand  to  Japan 
into  consideration,  now  asserts  that  the  quentitios  mentioned  above 
would  be  still  further  deducted,  but  it  must  bo  borne  in  mind  that  the 
demand  for  rubber  end  tin  in  our  country  hi-.d  becomo  increased-  I  also 
explained  that,  although  it  io  claimed  that  there  is  the  danger  of 
Japan's  supplying  Guraany  with  rubber,  oven  by  adding  the  quantity 
of  rubber  expected  to  oe  ir.ported  from  French  Ind.O’  China  and 
Thailand  to  the  20,000  tons  of  rubber  which  we  have  domanded  of  tho 
Dutch  Indies,  it  would  still  be  for  belcw  tho  total  quantity  required 
by  un.  What  country  is  thera  in  tho  world  that  would  givo  its  own 
flosh  to  another  country  by  even  going  to  tho  extent  of  cutting  its  own. 
Furthermore,  it  meroly  shows  tho  prcsunptuounnesB  of  the  Dutch  Indies 
at  the  spme  time  constituting  on  act  of  humiliation  to  Japan,  who  1b 
a  great  powor,  to  have  a  small  nation  liko  tho  Dutch  Indira  demand  of 
us  on  assurance  that  Japan  will  not  re- expert  to  Germany.  Wo  could 
never  give  such  on  assurance  bhould  the  nogot Jatior.a  by  chance, 
end  in  rupturo  and  load  to  Delegate  YOSKIZAV’A  a  withdrawal,  there  is 
no  vouchrafing  ao  regards  v'hnt  a  grove  situation  mny  /rise  not  only 
diplomatically,  but  ai30  internally,  thereby  inciting  not  only  the 
anti-Dutch,  but  also  inti-Britlsh  and  anti-American  sentiment  to  such 
a  dogroe  that  this  Minister  may  no  longer  bo  able  to  check  same  an  was 
done  in  the  past. 

Therefore,  I  asked  the  Ambassador  /TH:  CAaIGIE/  to  render  his  good 
offices  in  having  his  country  bear  pressure  upon  the  Dutch  and  Duch  Indies 
Government  with  all  possible  dispatch  so  as  to  make  them  reconsider

1.  Although,  as  you  will  be  able  to  observe  from  the 
foregoing  cable,  the  DUTCH  reply  shows  that  there  are 
some  points  where  they  have  agreod  to  our  wishes, 
nevertheless  the  prospocts  are  not  very  bright  in  regard 
to  problems  such  as  entry  into  tho  country,  enterprises 
and  commerce  due  to  their  adhering  to  thoir  former  con¬ 
tentions;  in  addition  to  which,  in  rogard  to  the  Question 
of  resources,  such  as  rubber  and  tin,  ns  well  as  regarding 
(not  clear)  among  other  important  commodities  to  which  the 
government  /T.N.  JAPANESE/  nttnehes  the  greatest  importance 
at  present,  they  /T.N.  the  DUTCH/  are  stubbornly  persisting 
in  thoir  conditions.  Moreover,  thoy  /T.N.  the  DUTCH/ 
have  in  fact  at  the  same  tine  aocreasod  tho  quantities 
compared  with  the  informal  figures  submitted  hitherto  by 
them  /T.N.  the  DUTCH  authorities/. 

Now  that  Your  Excellency  and  the  Vice-Minister  havo 
lodged  a  strong  protest  against  the  BRITISH  Ambassador 
and  the  DUTCH  Minister,  and  tho  Publicity  Department  as 
well  ns  the  newspapers  have  boon  carrying  out  an  active 
press  campaign,  it  is  nbsolutoly  impossible  to  accept 
tho  DUTCH  reply  just  as  it  is. 


Even  if  wo  should,  at  this  Jane  turn, demand  tho  con¬ 
cession  of  the  DUTCH  and  try  to  continue  on  with  the 
negotiations,  inasmuch  as  the  DUTCH  roply  I  have  just 
received  was,  in  addition  to  having  mot  with  tho  special 
consideration  of  tho  Plenary  Sosrion  by  studying  samo 
thomsolves  repeatedly  by  inviting  "MO"  after  having 
submitted  sane  to  tho  INDIAN  Council  for  deliberation, 
also  approved  of  by  the  DUTCH  government  in  LONDON,  it 
is  evident  that  thoy  would  no  longer  accept  any  such 
demand  in  view  of  the  DUJCH  oido  manifesting  a  firm 
attitude  as  regards  their  unwillingness  to  discuss  natters 
any  further. 
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Consequently,  although  it  is  considorcd  that  tho 
only  option  left  as  regards  tho  attitude  to  bo  adopted 
by  us  would  be  to  havo  our  Dologation  leave  after 

^ho  roptv.ro  of  tho  Parley,  on  the  ground  that 
the  DIiTv.,ti  reply  was  unsatisfactory,  in  such  a*  case  it 

ca’c  of  rospoct  towards  its  people,  tho 
JAPANESE  govoriir.ent  v/ould  havo  to  assume  a  strong  attitudo 
towards  one  DUTCH,  and  tho  press  would  donounce  tho 
DUTCH  attitudo  in  a  vehement  tone. 

However j  as  has  boon  duly  proved  by  what  has  occurrod 
in  the  past,  the  DUTCH  would  by  no  moans  yield  to  such 
a  threatening  gesture.  On  tho  contrary, 

(a)  No  new  petroleum  concessions  whatsoever  v/ould  be 
.  sanctioned. 

No  "noral  support"  would  be  given  towards  the  renewal 
of  the  contract  re  sale  of  oil  next  November. 

(c)  No  promise  vvhr.tsoover  would  bo  given  also  on  materials 
other  than,  petroleum  and  tho  suDply  thereof  would 

be  mere  and  more  restricted. 

(d)  Copra  and  Palm  oil  would  bo  sot  back  to  12.000  kilo 
tons  and  9o0  tons  respectively,  and  it  would  be  made 
impossiolo  for  the  JAPANESE  farms  and  merchants  to 
export  thoir  products  and  stocks  to  JAPAN. 

(e)  JAPANESE  doctors  v/ould,  obviously,  be  prohibited 
from  establishing  thoir  practice,  and  the  restrictions 
regarding  entry  into  tho  country  v/ould  be  'still  further 
strengthened. 

(f)  No  advance  notice  v/ould  bo  given  regarding  tho  importa¬ 
tion  of  JAPANESE  goods. 

(g)  Various  methods  would  bo  rosortod  to  in  order  to 
increase  tho  pressure  upon  the  business  and  living 
of  the  JAPANESE  residents. 

(h)  2*?j£titude  of  dopondcnco  on  GREAT  BRITAIN  and  the 
UNITED  STATES  would  bo  strengthened  in  a  still  more 
outspoken  manner. 

We  must  conscouont.ly  bo  prepared  for  tho  fact  that  the 
situation  alter  tho  ruptupe  would  become  very  g--,ave.  Not 
only  would  It  bo  unfavourable  from  the  standpoint  of  our 
prestige  at  hone  and  abroad  to  n'etemot  any  measures  for 
prolonging  the  stay  of  r.ur  Dologation,  but  as,  in  such  a 
case,  the  DUTCH  authorities  would  most  probably  demand

(Cipher)  Urgent  Ho.  147  (Handled  in  same  manner  as  director1 s  code) 

In  connection  with  your  telegram  *conferencen  Ho.  227:  the 
reply  of  the  Hetherland  Indies  this  time  Is  so  unwarrantable  that  It 
Is  not  only  beyond  our  acceptance,  but  It  is  also  meaningless  for 
us  to  continue  the  negotiation  on  the  basis  of  their  reply.  Therefore, 
the  Government  in  accordance  with  your  opinion  has  decided  to  break  off 
the  conference  pnd  to  withdraw  you,  the  delegate,  pnd  your  whole  staffs. 

It  Is  rsquested  that  you  o»ke  the  best  of  the  situation  bearing  the 
following  points  in  mind: 

1)  In  order  to  teke  a.  cautious  procedure,  you  will  meet  with 
the  Governor-General  at  any  rato  to  orplain  that  we  have  made  concessions 
to  an  intolerable  extont  in  consideration  for  tho  future  relatione 
between  Japan  end  the  Netherland  Indies  though  anticipating  that  our 
Cabinet  wiil  be  attacked  by  public  opinion  and  find  itself  in  a  very 
difficult  position  if  we  publish  our  last  proposal,  pnd  you  will  urge 
him  to  seriously  reconsider  his  attitude  from  the  general  standpoint. 

If  tho  Governor-General  declares  that  there  is  no  room  for  reconsideration, 
you  will  immediately  notify  him  of  the  breaking  off  of  the  conference 
and  of  the  withdrawal  of  your  delegation. 

2)  It  is  desirable  to  make  it  clear  that  general  commercial 
and  economic  relations  between  Japan  and  the  Hetherland  Indies  should  be 
maintained  as  before,  but  whether  cuch  a  posit ivo  proposal  should  be 
made  or  not  will  be  left  to  your  discretion. 

3)  You  will  make  it  clear  that  if  they  wish,  Consul-General 
ISKIZAWA  may  continue  the  neg itiatione.  Therefore,  you  will  make  it 
fcloar  that  although  the  delegation  will  av>id  giving  the  impression 
that  the  relations  be tween  Japan  and.  the  Hetherland  Indies  have  been 
ruptured,  your  delegation  will  withdraw  upon  the  break-up  of  the  present 
conference. 

4)  With  the  same  solrit,  it  is  our  policy  to  avoid  p.b  much  as 
possible  giving  the  inoression  abroad  of  p.  complete  rupture,  thus  we  may 
prevent  exciting  public  opinion.  Thoreforo  it  is  requested  that  your 
delegation  keep  in  touch  with  us,  pnd  as  we  went  the  announcement  of 
our  decision  to  be  made  iacodlately  after  your  notification  to  them  of 
the  breaking  off  of  the  conference ,  it  is  requested  that  you  despatch 
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an  ordinary  telegram  telling  uo  you  "have  notified1*  them.  As  for  the 
form  of  announcement  It  le  planned  that  a  simple  statement  he  made 
hy  tho  Information  Bureau  (the  glnt  to  he  ss#h  la  the  telegram 
"conference"  Ho.  146)  In  regard  to  the  breaking  off  of  the  conference, 
with  the  addition  of  a.  talk  hy  ISHII,  the  chief  of  the  Section  (the 
gist  to  he  «een  In  the  Telegram  "Conference"  Ho.  144).  We  hope  the 
announcement  you  will  make  on  your  departure  will  he  arranged  to  he 
In  accordance  with  the  Government's  announcement. 

6)  The  date  of  the  withdrawal  of  your  delegation  will  he 
left  to  your  discretion  hut  It  Is  requested  that  you  make  arrangements 
so  that  the  parties  concerned  with  petroleum  can  separate  from  your 
delegation  and  remain  to  continue  the  negotiations. 
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
